BACKGROUND

The City of St. George has modified its sewer ordinance which could impact industrial users discharging to the
City of St. George’s publicly owned treatment works. The modifications have also been made to the sewer
ordinance to come into compliance with changes to the streamlining provisions in R317-8-8.

PUBLIC COMMENTS

Public comments are invited any time prior to the deadline of January 24, 2017. Written public comments can
be submitted to: Jennifer Robinson, UPDES Surface Water Section, Utah Division of Water Quality, P.O. Box
144870, Salt Lake City, Utah 84114-4870 or by email at: jenrobinson@utah.gov. After considering public
comment the Utah Division of Water Quality may execute the modifications, revise it, or abandon it.

A public hearing can be requested but must be filed during the 30 day comment period which will end on
January 23, 2017. A request for a public hearing must be filed per 40 CFR 403.11. After considering public
comments the Utah Division Water Quality may approve the legal authority, revise them, or abandon them. The
Utah Division Water Quality will not publish a notice of decision provided that the legal authority will be
approved without any changes to the legal authority and no comments are received during the public comment
period.
